East Staggered 


by Gale-like 
Snow and Sleet

Winter's most violent weather, 


a two-ply combination of gale- 
Whipped snow and sleet, ,slnggcroc1 
most of the Eastern quarter of 
the country over the weekend. 


The crippling storm, which lefl 


a blanket of snow across the 
Southland, hammered more than 
a dozen Eastern states Sunday. 


It diminished during Iho night 


but snow and strong winds con- 
tinued to lash areas from Ihc 
upper Ohio Valley into New York 
and New England. Winds of '10 
m.p.h. pounded sections of Now 
York causing considerable drifting 
of snow. 


Deaths from the weekend of 


stormy weather, winter's worst in 
many areas, mounted to at least 
36.'Most"of them were attributed 
to heart attacks while shoveling 
snow or in accidents on icy pr 
snowrslickcd highways.
